William B Saxbe to testify Jan 30 at the 
start of hearings on the issue 
Kelley said in a statement that he 
would 
welcome the opportunity to 
testify and correct any “ fallacious state­ 
ments ”

said 
that 
the 
FBI 
improperly 
solicits 
information 
on 
congressmen 
or 
misuses 
such 
information 
were 
“ erroneous 
and 
without any basis in fact.” 
Rep 
Don 
Edwards, 
D-Cahf., 
chairman of the subcommittee, said 
Kelley, Saxbe and other witnesses will 
be asked to “ lay out the full and 
complete 
story 
... 
no 
American’s 
personal or political life is the concern 
of a government agency ” 


Edwards said Kelley was asked at a 
hearing last Feb 28 about such files and 
“ the existence of personal or political 
files on members of Congress was 
completely denied ” 
He said other witnesses would include 


Helen Gandy, who was the personal 
secretary to the late FBI Director J 
Edgar Hoover; former Assistant FBI 
Director Cartha 
D. 
DeLoach, 
and 
former Assistant Director John P. 
Mohr DeLoach originally disclosed the 
existence of the files to the Washington 
Post. 
Kelley 
said 
the 
FBI 
solicits 
information about congressmen only 
when they are the subjects or victims of 
an investigation or during a security 
check for a job in the executive or 
judiciary branches of government 
In addition, he said, the FBI often 
receives unsolicited 
information on 
congressmen and all other citizens 
All 
information, 
solicited 
and 
unsolicited, is kept in FBI files, Kelley 
said. 
He added that the files on 
congressmen and all other federal 
government 
employes 
are 
kept 
in 
Washington 
“ Such files exist because they relate 
to an investigation or a background 
check, correspondence with a member 
of Congress, or information not solicited 
by the FBI, bug volunteered by the 
public,” he said 
“ As 
indicated, 
congressmen 
are 
treated substantially the same as any 
other citizen concerning whom the FBI 
may receive information 
“ Further, it is the policy of the FBI 
that the use of such information would 
be limited to assistance in investigations 
and background checks and is never 
used to influence the judgement or 
actions of any member of Congress.”

The storeroom had been set on fire 
Police said the manager of the club. 
Regent Fortin, 43. was shot in the back 
and dumped in the small stockroom with 
12 others, including his wife, Claire, 
before the fire started They said all 
except 
Fortin 
apparently 
died 
of 
asphyxiation 
Firemen answering the call at 12:27 
a m EST said they had to move a heavy 
jukebox and break through a padlock to 
get 
into 
the 
six-foot 
by 
six-foot 
storeroom 
Police spokesman Jean Gauthier said 
“ we are definitely classifying this as 13 
murders It was definitely a gangland 
killing with revenge as a motive ’’ 
He said the club was well known to 
police as a criminal hangout, adding, 
“ There have been gangs wars going on 
in the area ” 
Last Oct 
30, two men — Roger 
Levesque and Raymond Laurin — were 
shot to death in the club At the time, 
police said the double murder was a 
revenge slaying connected with a falling 
out between members of rival gangs 


Besides the Fortins, police identified 
nine others Augustin Carbonneau, 29,

The mayor of Lompoc turned out yesterday to 
watch the URV-1A take to the water in the Lompoc 
Municipal 
Pool. 
He 
wasn’t 
alone, 
a 
city 
councilman or two, a couple of photographers, a 
reporter, and a few others were about too. 
Maybe in Santa Barbara or Santa Maria the 
mayors would have offered some reason why their 
presence would have to be excused because in 
those cities the possibility of a new industry going 
in is not so remarkable. In Lompoc, that’s a fish of 
another color 
The URV-1A is the brainchild of one Dick 
Robinson, and if his plans stay afloat, Lompoc will 
be 
the 
manufacturing 
headquarters 
of 
his 
company, Underwater Research, Inc. 
URV means underwater research vehicle. Model 
1-A looks like a small rocket ship with handlebars 
and maneuvers like an airplane underwater. What 
it does is tow a diver at 1.5 mph; if he swims aided 
by the URV, he’ll travel two mph. 
The URV is equipped with many enticing 
features, but the most outstanding one is that it 
sells for $260, about half the cost of any like 
underwater vehicle now on the market. 
Not downgrading the URV, Robinson says that 
Farallon makes a good underwater vehicle, “ but 
it’s so damn expensive. ” 
In addition, other hand-subs on the market lack 
some of the URV’s salient features, such as the 
absence of exterior switches (it is activated by 
magnets which the driver wears on his thumbs); 
tough vinyl construction, (not aluminum like 
others which tend to damage easily); 
low 
maintenance < it is sealed and charged electrically 
from a wall plug); and sharp turning capability 


while 
other 
underwater 
vehicles 
maneuver 
clumsily. 
Naturally, other hand-subs have it over the URV 
in an area of two, but all in all Robinson’s promises 
to be a highly marketable product, the designer 
believes. And his belief is supported by a market 
research report conducted by Skin Diver magazine 
that estimates 10,000 URVs a year could be sold for 
the next 20 years with the present market make-up. 
Lompoc is now the research headquarters for the 
newly formed (Nov. ’74) Underwater Research, 
Inc with its office located in the La Purisima 
Building on North H Street. Depending on who does 
the marketing, the URV-1A could be manufactured 
in Lompoc. 
Local manufacturing is the hope of Charles 
Carmichael, director of the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Development Association and the man 
who helped set up yesterday ’s demonstration. 
Robinson 
figures that 
“ depending on the 
purchase orders — the market — we could employ 
30 or 40 people" in Lompoc. He realizes, though, 
that Underwater Research, Inc. can not exist 
solely on the production and sale of the URV-1A 
because it is inevitable that a cheaper Japanese 
imitation of the model will hit the market in a year 
or two. 
This is when the present market make-up 
changes. 
The URV-1A “ is just a beginning,” Robinson 
remarked “ We’ll go up to seven and eight models, 
each one going up in size, depth, speed, range, and 
price.” 
Thirty-two-year-old Robinson, a former race car 
mechanic and hobby diver, came from Arizona to 
the west coast to establish his company near the 
ocean, where his underwater vehicles are designed 


to function. He settled in Lompoc last October for 
two reasons 
“ Lompoc is a small town and I don’t like big 
towns, and second because of Vandenberg,” he 
said and explained that he intends to draw on the 
technical and engineering pool in the area when the 
elaborate URV models are being designed. 
These later models, for example, will have auto­ 
pilots, rate of ascent and descent computers and 
the ability to carry 16 hours of air supply. Some are 
on the drawing board now. 
Today, Robinson is concentrating on getting the 
1-A model on the market and in the water. Later 
this week the question of financing will be 
determined and this will determine if the URV-1A 
is manufactured in Lompoc 


According to Robinson, either he will sell the 
manufacturing rights to the 1-A to a large company 
and take that money to finance the building of 
advanced URV models, or he will obtain purchase 
orders and, with a bank loan based on the orders, 
start to make the 1-A in Lompoc. 
So either way it looks like Underwater Research, 
Inc. will be manufacturing in Lompoc. 


Carmichael reports that he is helping Robinson 
to find an appropriate building for manufacturing. 
Not much is available, however. Robinson says he 
now plans on renting a barn in the area for the time 
being and do part of the manufacturing in it , some 
work will be done in the La Purisima Building 
office. 
As far as help received m Lompoc, people have 
been “ super,” Robinson commented. 
Underwater Research Inc. now employs five 
people. This includes Robinson, three other 
corporate officers, and another employe.

Today, Carlson clarified questions 
stemming from the statement Saturday 
announcing the end of the lockout. 
The statement said “ The J-M plant 
will be open to hourly employes to 
return to work ...” — language that 
seemed to open the door to anyone 
seeking work. Carlson said the company 
would hire workers as needed but said 
the requirement for union membership 
after 30-days’ employment was still in 
force. And he said the union shop 
concept was still in force. 
In 
the 
final 
paragraph 
of 
the 
statement J-M said returning employes 
would work under rules and regulations 
in force on Dec. 8, and that workers 


would be expected “ to work at historical 
levels of production.” 
Carlson 
said 
“ historical 
levels” 
meant the kind of production previously 
achieved under the company’s incentive 
pay program. Under the program, 
workers can earn extra pay by extra 
effort. It is on that point, however, that 
the union has announced it cannot go 
along with as long as there is no 
contract. 
A 14-cent cost of living raise originally 
scheduled to be in pay envelopes on Nov. 
1 is in abeyance according to Carlson. 
On Dec. 8, just prior to the lockout 
action by J-M, the company announced a 
series of rules and regulations that 
Carlson says are m force now as 
workers return to their jobs. The former 


automatic collection of union dues by 
the company is suspended. Grievance 
procedures are still functioning, but 
arbitration aspects of those matters are 
not in force, according to Carlson. 
There are two other key points of 
division, both of them touched on 
yesterday. The union announced in a 
statement dated Sunday and released 
yesterday that it could not go along with 
paragraphs 42 and 90 of the old contract, 
as it seemed they were being asked to 
do. The former says no shift worker 
shall leave his job until his relief mate 
arrives, language that at least one union 
official viewed as undesirable means of 
compulsory overtime, while the latter, 
would bind the union to full production 
and 
with no slowdowns, no work 
stoppages and no strikes, a series of 
restraints viewed by some unionists as 
too restrictive in view of the uncertain 
future.

Oil giants fix price, supply, Cory charges 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The oil 
industry is so concentrated that it has 
cost California alone $118 million and its 
citizens more 
in 
recent 
years 
in 
controlled prices for oil, California 
Controller Kenneth Cory contended 
today. 
Cory told the Senate subcommittee on 
Anti-trust 
and 
Monopoly, 
“ The 
controlling companies have for many 
years jointly dictated the supply, price 
and quality of oil and oil products for 
California 
markets, 
although 
their 
actions are probably illegal under the 
federal and state antitrust laws.” 
Subcommittee Chairman Sen. Philip 
A. Hart, D-Mich., agreed, saying, “ in 
terms of antitrust, there are some 
strange goings-on...” 
W. T. Slick Jr., Senior Vice President 
of Exxon Co., disagreed. 
“ Vertical integration in the petroleum 
industry has not been anticompetitive ... 
while many oil companies are large in 


absolute terms, the national market for 
petroleum products also is large and can 
support many large and small firms 
alike,” he said.” 
“ It is the competitive market which 
has given the United States its enviable 
standard of living. No commission and 
no court can dictate an efficient industry 
structure as well as the competitive 
market can and has in petroleum and 
energy activities.” 
But Cory said seven firms effectively 
control the industry in California, as 
surely as if they were “ divisions of a 
single California crude oil company.” 
They are Exxon, Texaco, Union, Mobil, 
Shell, Standard, and Atlantic Richfield, 
he said. 
He said the California Legislature’s 
Joint Committee on Public Domain, 
which he headed, “ concluded that the 
state and its citizens had been long 
victimized by illegal manipulation of 
crude oil prices, with a seven-company 


combination buying crude oil cheap and 
selling products dear.” 
Companies buy crude from production 
on state lands, refine it and sell 
products. The relatively few firms had 
thus dominated the supply and refining, 
and thus retail price, he said. 
“ One result has been to retard the 
expansion of crude oil production in the 
state,” Cory contended “ Another was 
to cheat the state of something over $118 
million over the past few years. And a 
still more important consequence was 
that the citizens of California paid more 
for gasoline and oil than they should.” 
He 
contended 
federal 
antitrust 
enforcers were cool to the idea of 
investigating. So, he said, “ it is up to 
Congress...” 
Hart is drawing up a bill to force large 
companies to let go some of their energy 
holdings. 
Slick said the bill is no good: “ It would 
place artificial restraints on growth and 


competition 
and 
increase the 
real 
probability 
that 
firm s 
w ill 
be 
reorganized 
without 
any 
gain 
in 
consumer welfare, indeed with probable 
net losses. It would create additional 
uncertainty in the business climate and 
jeopardize the position of United States 
firms competing abroad. It would result 
in higher costs on the economy through 
the sacrifice of efficiency it would 
impose.”

Captain Judy Mutty and her father have a generation gap Or 
perhaps "Air Force Gap” would be a better term You see, 
although they both can speak with authority on what it’s like to be 
an officer in the Air Force, Judy enlisted in the U S Air Force in 
1968, while her father, James, enlisted in the British Royal Flying 
Corps in 1917 — over fifty years earlier. 
James Mutty was only 17 years old when he decided to leave his 
hometown of Bangor, Maine, to enlist in the Royal Flying Corps. 
Enlistment was a simple matter with the war on, and training was 
brief. Six weeks of ground school in such things as machine 
gunnery, map reading, wireless telegraphy, and bomb work were 
followed by a quick course in military aeronautics. By 
Thanksgiving, less than three months after enlisting, he had 
soloed. 
James soloed at Armour Heights in North Toronto, Canada, 
during a sixty-five hour flight school that included aerial 
navigation and cross-country flights in what was then a fairly new 
airplane — the Curtis J N.4 
Next stop along the line was Camp Hicks, Texas, where James 
was taught some of the tricks of aerial combat. Three weeks later 
he received his commission as a lieutenant in the Royal Flying 
Corps After a brief home leave, he boarded the S.S. Ulna (along 
with a detachment of Canadian infantry) for Liverpool, England, 
and the Royal Air Force. 


The Air Ministry in London posted Lieutenant Mutty to Queen's 
Ferry training camp in Wales, where he received training in 
rotary engine work and Challen flying His airplane was a 
combat-type Camel Scout, which he used to practice aerial 
gunnery and combat maneuvers. 
Lieutenant Mutty crossed the Channel to Ran Du Fliers, 
France, in September 1918, reporting to the ‘‘3 Squadron” on the 
Somme. He was flying the Camel Scout, with twin Vickers 
machine guns synchronized to fire through the propeller, on 
missions that included trench-strafing and offensive patrols. 
The armistice was signed just as the allies prepared to advance 
on Valenciennes James' Squadron was broken up after the war, 
and he found himself flying in Germany as part of the army of 
occupation An attack of influenza prevented him from following a 
new squadron to Egypt, and he was assigned to the English 
military mail service upon getting out of the hospital James was 
repatriated in June 1919, and sailed for home soon after. 
In the meantime, a young high school girl named Wena Lynch 
had seen the handsome young lieutenant's picture in a local 
photography shop in Bangor and made up her mind to meet him 
‘‘Mom said he was a real hometown hero,” daughter Judy recalls 
"The shop was on her way to school, and the girls used to ooh and 
aah over his picture every day.” 
The two finally met at a concert dance "Mom said it was dad’s 
brother, Carl, that kept asking her to dance,” Judy goes on, "but 


all she wanted was an introduction to dad.” One of James' friends 
finally performed the service, and the die was cast. His friends 
knew James was hooked when he took Wena home that night in his 
new Maxwell automobile, a sure sign that she rated highly. 
The two were married in 1924 Judy was the youngest of four 
children born over the next eighteen years. James worked at 
several jobs after the war, including electronic technician and 
guide (in Maine) before getting back into aviation. In 1944 he 
joined the Hamilton Standard Division of United Aircraft, 
working on the manufacture of aircraft propellers and eventually 
on the first electronic autopilots. In 1961 his company did some of 
the sub-contracting work on the first Intercontinental Ballistic 
Missile — the Atlas. Thus, before he retired in 1964, James saw 
the fledgling Air Services go from the first heavier-than-air craft 
into the space age. 
In 1964, daughter Judy had just graduated from the University 
of Connecticut, where she majored in physical education 
However, four years as a high school teacher left her restless 
"I had never been out of New England.” she remembers, "and, 
corny as it sounds, I wanted to see the world I looked around at 
the different military services, and decided I liked the Air Force 
the best.” Did her father’s experiences have anything to do with 
her decision? " I suppose it was in the back of my mind,” admits 
Judy, "but at the time he didn’t say anything to me Later, my 
sister told me that dad was proud enough to bust his buttons when 
I picked the Air Force.” 
Judy enlisted and graduated from Officer Training School in 
1968, receiving her commission fifty years after her father 
received his. Her first assignment was at Bergstrom Air Force 
Base, where she served as Assistant Director of Administration 
for the 75th Tactical Reconnaissance Wing, composed of three 
Squadrons of RF-4C’s — a far cry from the old Curtis J.N.4’s her 
father flew. 
While she was at Bergstrom, Judy took up flying, soloing for the 
first time on her father’s seventieth birthday in a single-engine 
Piper Cherokee. 
Her next assignment fulfilled all her travel ambitions, taking 
Judy to Taipei, Taiwan, where she served as Protocol Officer to 
the Commander of 327th Air Division From Taipei, Judy came to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, where she is currently assigned to 
the Headquarters at the Air Force Space and Missile Test Center 
as Chief of Executive Services. 
At the Center, or SAMTEC as it is called, Judy is in the heart of 
the U.S. Space and Missile program As the “Cape Canaveral of 
the West,” SAMTEC is responsible for managing almost all 
research and development testing of Air Force space and missile 
systems, supporting over fifty launches a year. 
At SAMTEC, Judy’s Air Force consists of missiles and space 
boosters — an Air Force far different from her father's "dawn 
patrols.” But to both of them it is still the Air Force, and that’s 
what counts.

Bleak warning 
on Arab money 
flooding U.S. 


HOUSTON 
(UPI) 
- 
A 
federal energy official warned 
Monday that if the United 
States continues to spend huge 
amounts of money on foreign 
oil, the Organisation of Pe­ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
could buy the top 500 U.S. 
companies, all the nation’s 
farmland, and “have enough 
left over to buy anything else 
anyone in the U.S. still owns.” 
C. 
King Mallory, 
deputy 
assistant secretary for energy 
and minerals of the Depart­ 
ment of Interior, told the 
opening session of the World 
Offshore Forum that the OPEC 
nations, especially those in the 
Middle East, use artificially 
high, 
m onopoly-dictated 
pricing systems which have 
drained money reserves. He 
said this country spent $30 
billion last year on OPEC oil 
and only $16 billion came back 
in world trade. 
“If the present drain of 
money 
from 
our 
reserves 
continues, in the next three 
decades the OPEC nations will 
accumulate enough reserves to 
buy the top 500 companies in 


the United States, plus all of 
the farmland in the United 
States, and have enough left 
over to buy anything else 
anyone in the U.S. still owns,” 
Mallory said. 
“There 
is 
no 
hope 
for 
economic survival on that one 
way street,” he said. 
Mallory 
said 
President 
Ford’s plan for a $3 per barrel 
increase on import tax of oil 
will raise the price of gasoline 
10 to 20 cents a gallon. Last 
year gasoline clipibed about 16 
cents a gallon following the 
Arab oil embargo. 
“Brutally simplified, the ad­ 
ministration 
proposes 
to 
curtail our use of petroleum by 
making it too expensive to 
waste,” he said. “This will not 
solve 
the outflow of cash 
reserve to other nations by 
itself, but it will slow it down to 
a walk.” 
Mallory said by balancing the 
world trade money reserves, 
more money will be available 
for investing in coal production 
and solar, nuclear and geother­ 
mal energy development.

ted by the AFL-CIO Standing 
Committee on Occupational 
Safety and Health 
“With just a little thought, 
they will be able (under the 
proposal) to provide housing 
a c c o m m o d a tio n s 
for 
agricultural workers with little

amenities 
than 
that 
which accord their livestock 
and farm machinery. ” 
An attorney testifying on 
farm worker rights said “This 
proposal may be acceptable for 
livestock 
but it 
is 
wholly 


unacceptable 
for 
buildings 
housing human beings.” 
However, some employers 
argued that the regulations 
were too stringent. One object­ 
ed to a rule preventing a male 
and female worker, who travel 
together but are not married, 
from sharing a room.

But inflation may be easing 


'74 price rise highest since war 


. . United Press International 
Prices rose in 1974 at the highest rate since wage and price 
controls were lifted after World War II but the increase in the last 
three months of the year showed an easing of inflation, the 
government said today. 
The December increase in the consumer price index of 0.7 per 
cent was the lowest in five months. 
In a move aimed at attacking recession, the Federal Reserve 
Board Monday pumped $1.1 billion into the economy to permit 
more and easier credit for business expansion and to ease 
unemployment. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the inflation rate for 1974 
was 12.2 per cent higher than 1973. It is the highest rate of price 


growth since 1946 when prices rose 18.1 per cent and the second 
highest since the index skyrocketed 20.5 per cent in 1918 following 
World War I. 
Based on 1967 prices, the increase means goods and services 
that cost $100 then cost $155.40 last month. 
An increase of 10.1 per cent in the consumer price index for the 
last three months of 1974 indicated some easing of inflation. The 
December rate, largely due to increases in food prices, matched 
the July rate of 0.7 per cent and was the lowest since the April rate 
of 0.5 per cent. 
At the same time, the Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 
purchasing power of workers increased for the first time in six 
months. 
Nation's weather

Ford says no to 
gas rationing

President Ford said today he 
would 
veto any mandatory 
gasoline rationing bill because 
it would have to be in effect for 
five to 10 years and would limit 
motorists to less than nine 
gallons per week. 
Countering pressure for ra­ 
tioning from the Democratic 
majority in 
Congress, Ford 
defended his program to limit 
energy consumption through 
increased costs and taxes He 
said he would issue a presiden­ 
tial proclamation later this 
week 
imposing 
increased 
tariffs on imported oil. 
After outlining the reasons he 
opposes rationing. Ford was 


asked 
at a news 
conference 
whether he 
would 
veto a 
mandatory 
program 
if 
Congress passes one over his 
objections. 
“Now,” he answered, “if 
Congress 
wants to require 
mandatory gas rationing, that's 
a judgment they can make, bad 
as I think it would be. And a 
program of that kind that was a 
superficial 
answer, 
in 
my 
judgment, I would veto.” 
"In fact,” he added, “to 
reach our 1975 goal of reducing 
foreign oil imports by 1 million 
barrels a day, a gas rationing 
system would limit each driver 
to less than nine gallons a 
week ” 


2,000 oil workers 
remain on strike 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Nearly 2,000 oil workers con­ 
tinued to strike three Southern 
California 
refineries 
today 
awaiting a contract offer they 
say must be comparable to a 
“model” settlement negotiated 
earlier this month with Gulf 
Oil. 
The Gulf settlement, which 
union officials said averted a 
general strike against the oil 
industry, called for an immedi­ 
ate 75-cent-per-hour pay hike, 
two additional raises totaling 
12 per cent, a 10th holiday and 
increased medical and pension- 
retirement benefits. 
In 
El Segundo, 850 Oil, 
Chemical and Atomic Union 
members remained off the job 
at the Standard Oil Company 
refinery. They walked off the 
job last week, followed by 1,000 
Union Oil workers at Wilming­ 
ton, Santa Maria and a small 
facility in San Francisco. On 
Saturday, 80 refinery workers 


struck the Douglas plant in 
Paramount. 
More than 500 workers at the 
Mobil Oil Company refinery in 
Torrance were scheduled to 
vote on a contract offer today 
following Saturday’s tentative 
agreement, said to be very 
close to the Gulf agreement. 
Talks were held Monday 
between Shell and Powerine Oil 
Company officials and OCAW 
negotiators 
Mobil, Shell and Powerine 
Oil Company refinery workers 
have continued to work during 
the negotiations. 
OCAW 
District 
Director 
Charles Armin said that talks 
would continue with Shell and 
Powerine and that bargaining 
sessions between the other oil 
companies 
and 
OCAW 
r e p r e s e n ta tiv e s 
were 
scheduled to resume soon. 
Thus far, settlements have 
been reached with Gulf Oil, 
Texaco and Atlantic Richfield.

$300,000 for Dean's book 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — John Dean III has sold the publishing 
rights for an account of his involvement in Watergate for about 
$300,000 it was reported today. 
The Los Angeles Times quoted an executive of Simon and 
Schuster Inc., in New York as saying the publishing house has 
signed a contract during the weekend with the former White 
House lawyer. 
Under the contract, Simon and Schuster bought the rights to 
Dean’s story, and the hard cover rights to “Mo,” the book his wife 
Maureen is writing about the Watergate tribulations, the Times 
said. 
The paperback rights to “Mo,” Mrs. Dean’s nickname, were 
sold earlier to Bantam Books.

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SoCal smog units 
a must, court rules 


THE BETTER HALF 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A Superior Court 
judge Monday refused to declare the con­ 
troversial antismog device for 1966-70 model 
cars an unconstitutional discrimination against 
Southern Califomians-but the legislature may 
still repeal the law requiring them 
Superior Court Judge Harry L. Hupp denied a 
request by Los Angeles County, led by 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn, for an injunction 
against enforcement of the requirement. 
The county argued that the requirement, once 
meant to apply statewide, was discriminatory 
now that it applies only to six southern counties. 
Hupp 
ruled 
that 
there 
is 
nothing 
unconstitutional in the state legislature passing 
laws that apply only to certain parts of the 
state, unless it acts in an “ irrational or 
arbitrary manner.” Well grounded distinctions 
are constitutional, he said, and "there is 
respectable scientific opinion saything there is a 
different (air pollution) situation in Southern 
California than in other parts of the state.” 
To the county’s argument that the devices do 
not halt pollution as claimed. Hupp said it was 
not the business of the courts to determine 
'whether the legislation is a good idea or a bad 
idea,” but the function of the legislature. 
Hahn said he was "disappointed’’ by Hupp’s 


ruling but confident the requirement for the 
devices would eventually be repealed by the 
legislature, or nullified by further court action. 
Deputy County Counsel James Clark said the 
county may appeal Hupp’s ruling. 
The law is currently on the books, but is not 
being enforced. It requires installation of 
additional antismog devices on 1966-70 autos to 
cut down emissions of oxides of nitrogen. 
The devices cost a legal maximum, installed, 
of 635 and are supposed to be installed on cars of 
those years in Los Angeles, San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Ventura, Santa Barbara and Orange 
counties. 
However, the highway patrol has agreed not 
to cite offenders while the legislature considers 
a move to repeal the requirement altogether. 
The repeal bill has passed one committee and is 
now in the Senate Finance Committee. 
"The CHP is between a rock and a hard 
place,” Clark said. "They are supposed to 
enforce the law but everyone keeps yelling at 
them to stop.” 
Deputy Attorney General Gary Wexler, who 
represented the state Air Resources Board 
fighting to retain the requirement, said the 
"The CHP should have been enforcing the law 
all along.”

Yugoslavian immigrant was 
faking insanity to escape the 
gas chamber. 
"If he (Kurbegovic) is I think 
he put on an Academy-award 
winning performance here in 
this courtroom,” said Superior 
Court Judge William B Keene.

and sewed up the hole. 
For all practical purposes, 
Paulk was dead when he was 
carried 
into Santa Monica 
Medical Center. Today, doctors 
say they expect him to recover 
Dr. William G. Plested was 
credited with saving Paulk's

This is the time of year to land the big surf perch. The females 
are ready to spawn, are large (two to three pounds) and have lots 
of meat. They like the sandy beaches because of the soft shell sand 
crabs that are kicked up by the surf 
Best bait locally would be bay mussels and clams. Best time to 
fish is during incoming morning tides, before the peak, twit 
anytime the tide is coming in the fishing should be good 
Experienced surf fishermen recommend a long, well-tapered 
and flexible pole and a 10-to 15-pound test line with a 2- to 4-ounce 
sinker. Large hooks may be used — the perch have big mouths. 
Carry a spool of heavy thread to tie the bait on the hook so it’s not 
lost in heavy surf

28at4:43p.m. 
A must for clam diggers is a tide table. In Lompoc, they’re 
available at Jansson’s Liquor Store. In Pismo, they may be had at 
the Chamber of Commerce.

Dear Editor: 
It is with great interest that I nightly 
peruse the Editorial column of the 
Record and I am often moved to make a 
reply to some letters, however this is 
the first fulfillment of these urges. In 
reference to a letter in the 15 Jan 75 
Record, by Mr. Gerrity: In his opening 
paragraph he states that he feels the 
primary 
cause 
of 
inflation 
is 
unwarranted union demands and further 
elucidates on the subject, ending with 
his 
three 
principle 
steps 
to 
fight 
inflation. 
Although union demands do contribute 
to rising prices, it is by no means the 
cause 
of 
inflation. 
B riefly, 
in 
retrospect: ever since Croesus first 
coined money 
(Gold by the way), 
inflation’s cause and continued results 
have come about through the expansion 
of the monetary supply. Although the 
dictionary 
definition 
has 
changed 
recently 
to 
further 
obfuscate 
the 
matter, inflation literally means the act 
of inflating. This is what has occurred 
with the American dollar. Since FDR 
removed the gold backing from our 
collar m the 30’s, the Government has 
(which is the only legal printer of 
money) continued to inflate our money 
supply to the point at which we are 
today The Government will be the last 
to 
point 
this out, 
but 
it 
is true 
nevertheless. 
The 
Federal 
Reserve 
system continues to flood our economy 
with crisp new dollar bills, which 
unfortunately are not worth the paper 
they are printed on. This country 
accepts the dollar bill based on the 
Government’s promise to make it good. 
The absurdity of this, however, seems to 
bypass most people. 
To paraphrase an example of how this, 
Printing Press funny money raises 
prices, I borrow from Henry Hazlett, a 
little known, but a brilliant and clear 
thinking individual. If an auction were 
to take place < the auction representing 
free enterprise) and 10 people were in 
attendance 
with 
approximately 
10 
dollars each, in which to bid against 
approximately 10 items, it can be seen 
that the price of any given item would be 
no more than approximately 10 dollars 
or 
less. 
However, 
if 
a 
smiling 
government man entered through the 
back way with a bushel of money 
(freshly printed money) and distributed 
approximately 
$20 
more 
to 
each 
individual, the prices of the items 
available would accordingly rise with 
the bidding In other words, while we 
have only a certain amount of goods and 
services available in this country at any 
given 
time, as the money supply is 
artificially inflated, prices rise. This is 
inflation and as simple as it is to 
understand, to fight it as citizens, we are 
faced with an almost impossible task 
Most governments in the .world inflate 
and thus, the gloomy outlook throughout 
the world 
Yes, unions are a contributor to rising 
prices, as well as being a source of 
coercion to a supposedly free employer, 
but that would be too much to explain at 
the present time Thank you for the 
spade.

However, they do not expect to receive 
an inferior product or reduced service 
for their money Being in business, I see 
this philosophy expressed every day 
with my custom ers My patrons expect 
a consistent level of product quality and 
service from my establishment. As my 


costs for ingredients and labor have 
increased over the years, I have raised 
my prices But as long as the product the 
public purchases has remained to their 
satisfaction, they have continued their 
patronage at the higher amounts. 
The city administrator claims that the 
city is losing $36,000 each year on 
garbage pick-up. So what! If it is 
determined that garbage pick up is a 
function of government, then let the 
costs be borne by the tax rate. The 
police and fire departments probably 
cost more than they bring in, but that’s 
the way it is. 
If garbage pick-up is not a function of 
government (and I suspect that it does 
not 
need to be), then let private 
enterprise bid on a contract with the 
city.

without 
diminishing city services, perhaps the 
city 
should 
review 
its 
policy 
of 
supporting 
the 
Lompoc 
Economic 
Development Agency and the Chamber 
of Commerce at the current levels. It 
seems that the city is paying twice for 
the same service. As a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, I believe that 
the business community should bear the 
cost of the Chamber’s existence.

W a sh in g to n 
th e 
pressure to intervene 
with force to save the 
American investment 
was great. 
FDR resisted that pressure and the oil 
executives, British and Dutch as well as 
American, consoled themselves with the 
conviction that the Mexicans could 
never, once the foreign operators and 
technicians had pulled out, conduct a 
complicated operation. 
A government corporation, PEMEX, 
took over. At that time there were only 
four Mexican nationals in technical- 
operating jobs.

But in a larger context they seem to be 
aimed at all raw-material-producing- 
nations.

Monday was washday and that meant 
getting out the washboard and scrubbing 
away. It meant also the wringing out of 
the clothes and hanging them on the 
washline to dry. Tuesdays she ironed 
away with irons heated on the wood 
stove, 
which had to be constantly 
stoked Wednesday she mended but that 
usually was a social where the women 
gathered for a sewing bee. Thursday and 
Friday she cleaned the house. If she was 
lucky she had a Bissel carpets weeper. 
Saturdays she drew and heated the 
water and saw to it that everyone took a 
bath whether they needed it or not. In 
the evening she knitted and crocheted. 
Of course, all this was aside from the 
raising 
of 
children 
which 
took 
considerably more time in those days 
without the boob tube. 
Today’s “lady of the house’’ has been 
relieved of all of the drudgery She has 
the wash machine and a dryer besides. 
Permanent pressed clothing has made 
ironing a thing of the past. Vegetable 
gardens, like the hen and the cow, are 
not with us now. As for cooking, most of 
it is merely a matter of heating frozen 
foods, if indeed not an entire tv dinner. 
It makes one wonder what all the fuss 
is about and why the “MS’ ’’ continue to 
parrot the fiction that they are being 
oppressed by the male To listen to the 
“women’s libbers’’ clamoring to get into 
exclusive men’s clubs, takeover jobs 
that have always been essentially the 
work of men, and demanding activist 
roles in all things, one would believe 
they are in an eternal war with the men 
for a place in the sun. 


Just who do they think labored all 
these years to make the woman's lot an 
easier one’’ Name one of the modem 
household conveniences that 
is the 
result of a woman’s inventiveness. Not 
the washing machine or dryer, vacuum 
cleaner, dishwasher, electric stove and 
oven or even the water heater.

Whale 
watching 


This writer once sailed from Booklyn, 
New 
York 
to 
Bremerhaven, 
West 
Germany. It took nine 
days and he 
didn't get sick once. 
Two weeks past, he went on a whale 
watching excursion out of the Ventura 
Marina. It took eight hours and he, for a 
while, was a sorry sight. 
But a little sea sickness is the price 
some people had to pay, in addition to 
$12 a head (for adults), to witness the 
annual migration of gray whales off the 
coast, on their way to the warm waters 
of Baja California to mate and give 
birth. 
We went on a Sunday. Saturday’s 
excursion, according to our Sierra Club 
leader, 
was fantastic. The channel 
waters were smooth and bountiful in 
grays, and the boat’s skipper was the 
aggressive 
sort; 
like 
the 
paying 
occupants, he wanted to get a good close 
look at the main attraction. 
We were ill-starred The boat bounced 
on a sea of hardy swells which made the 
passing of whales difficult to 
detect 
because white caps camouflaged the big 
mammal's plumes of water, usually the 
first sign of a whale, we were told. 
We were informed that we may also 
see a long, pointed head emerge from 
the water and take a long look around, 
but we never did 
On the open sea side of Anacapa Island 
we spied our first whale spout. It was 
faint and small as the gray was far off 
Everyone 
aboard 
quickly 
merged 
upfront. It was another five minutes 
before the whale came up again for air 
and when he did, a second whale spouted 
near it and we saw a flicker of a whale's 
tail. 
Our boat never moved close to a whale 
that day. This skipper'held back for 
whatever reason he had We would see a 
spout and he would turn the boat and 
slowly troll in that direction, never to 
catch up to the big gray. 
The whales and their migration are 
part 
of 
the 
grand 
scheme 
They 
instinctively fulfill their roles: 
The grays leave the Arctic in late 
December-January for Baja, swimming 
all night and taking half hour naps 
during the day. The journey covers five 
to six thousand miles 
In the forefront of the migration are 
the expectant mothers Some have been 
carrying their calves for nearly a year 
and have the same interest in reaching 
the warm shallows to give birth that 
female humans have in getting to the 
hospital on time. The other whales, 
parturition taking precedence over sex, 
do not dally but are not in such a rush 
During the whale's journey, people 
board boats and taxi out to watch them 
lope along peacefully, unhesitantly The 
people on the boat, like all people, some 
time come to ask themselves, “ Where 
do I go from here7” Not the whale 
Whale watchers ponder, “What is 
truth?” and “Who am I?” But have 
you ever heard of a worried whale7 
The grand scheme works in the 
whales’ favor until you remember that 
worried man has hunted them nearly to 
the brink of extinction and that the 1972 
Marine Mammal Protection Act. which 
prohibits killing or capturing of any 
marine mammal without a permit, has 
had no effect on commercial whaling by 
Japan 
and 
Russia 
despite 
their 
disclaimers
